'■The account from wliich payment was made for coverage of me was in the Riggs bank and 
the names I remember one was Harold Ober another was I th i nk- K Jeanne David. 

I’ve noticed a number of tilings in the. CIA record 1035-960 that Jim enclosed. I’ve 
sne a little highlighting if you develop any interest. I think the existence of un- 
disclosed records is indicated. For one tiling the reference to "Oswald file" not 
mentioning 201. 

As is obvious, this record directs the CIS abroad to engage in propaganda and 
to defame Americans, not the CIA’s supposed job. 

Action at s b, " r i’o employ propaganda assets" reminds me tffat one of 
lose who seems to have undertaken to do this, as I believe is included in what I've 
sent the ARRB in the past^ JohnJ^p Sparrow of Aul SouL/^seems to have been one of 
tiose assets.

considerable attention, beginning with the TIS article, bef'onfiand after its publication 
ii the HI Times alone. As I told the board earlier, a conservative British reporter 
told me that Saparrow Has a long-time recruiter for British intelligence and the 
friend who introduced my first book to Colling, told me that it had been well received 
it than had been recommeneddd gainst by Sparrow. That killed it. 

I have a Sparrow file but this tiny book appears not to be in it. The TIS piece 
and news stories are. 

Another British don gave Leslie Frewin, another British publisher who told me he 
whs literally writing the contract for that first book when he got that negative ad- 
vice from the don he used. It was incorrect information but I do not know the name 
of that don. But because they seem to be used by British publishers perhaps a search 
uider a general heading, not "dons" but to include them, might disclose pertinent records. 
And I urge under Sparrow's name. 

In a different way Jim says what X said, that one of the more important areas for 
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jir history is what the agencies did to and abput jriticis and criticism and l am con- 
vinced to violate our first amendment rights.
